The acts described in itenms (a)
through (f) are Class 3 felonies if the damage to property
exceeds $300 but does not exceed $10,000 if the damage occurs
to property of a school or place of worship or to farm

including but not linmted to grain bins and barns. The acts

described in itens (a) through (f) are Class 3 felonies if
the damage to property exceeds $10,000 but does not exceed
$100,000. The acts described in itens (a) through (f) are
Class 2 felonies if the danmage to property exceeds $10, 000
but does not exceed $100,000 if the damage occurs to property

of a school or place of worship or to farm equipnent or

i movable itens of agricultural production, including but not

limted to grain bins and barns. The acts described in itens

(a) through (f) are Cass 2 felonies if the damge to
property exceeds $100,000. The acts described in itenms (a)
through (f) are Class 1 felonies if the damage to property
exceeds $100,000 and the damage occurs to property of a

school or place of worship or to farm equi pnent or i movabl e

itens of agricultural production, including but not limted

to grain bins and barns. |If the danage to property exceeds

$10,000, the court shall inpose upon the offender a fine

equal to the value of the damages to the property.
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For the purposes of this subsection (2), "farm equi pnent"”

means nachi nery or other equi pnent used in farm ng.

(3) In addition to any other sentence that my be
i nposed, a court shall order any person convicted of crimnal
damage to property to performcomunity service for not |ess
than 30 and not nore than 120 hours, if comrunity service 1is
available in the jurisdiction and is funded and approved by
the county board of the county where the offense was
commtted. In addition, whenever any person is placed on
supervision for an alleged offense under this Section, the
supervi sion shall be conditioned upon the performance of the
community service.

This subsection does not apply when the court inposes a
sentence of incarceration.

(a) Except as provided in subsection (a-5), whoever:

(f) This Section does not prohibit a person from
entering a building or upon the | and of another for energency
pur poses. For purposes of this subsection (f), "energency"
means a condition or circunstance in which an individual is

or is reasonably believed by the person to be in inmmnent
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danger of serious bodily harmor in which property is or is
reasonably believed to be in immnent danger of danmage or
destruction.
